Housing Partners 
Group Begins 
Examining Goals 


By Karen L. Day 


The Andover Housing Partnership 
Committee, (AHPC), held its first meet- 
ing Tuesday evening to begin developing 
its overall purpose and specific goals. 
The committee was established by the 
Board of Selectmen and, according to the 
town’s Physical Planner Stephen Colyer, 
the committee’s Executive Officer, will 
have four specific goals—one of which 
will influence the town’s overall policy 
on affordable housing. 

The first function of the committee is 
to help establish development require- 
ments for the Champy/Shetland and Per- 
kins/Stevens properties that town 
meeting gave the Selectmen the power to 
control. 

Specifically, the committee will be a 
major force in the development of RFPs, 
or Requests for Proposals, on both of the 
properties. An RFP is a list of things the 
town wants in any development of a par- 
ticular property, whether it be the provi- 
sion of daycare facilities, a certain 
percentage of units dedicated to the el- 
derly, style of units or a density limit. 

Colyer has applied for and received 
two $20,000 grants from the state’s Exec- 
utive Office of Communities and Devel-

opment in order to compile the RFPs for 
the two properties, each consisting of 
about 65 acres, and the town is beginning 
work on site and community needs anal- 
ysis. 

When completed, the RFPs will be sent 
out to interested developers who then 
submit their plans completely meeting 
the RFP, or they may negotiate some 
factors, but meet the major require- 
ments set forth. 

According to Town Manager Kenneth 
Mahony, it is possible that Andover may 
participate in a regional development 
with Lawrence on the Champy/Shetland 
property and he will be meeting with 
Lawrence Mayor Kevin Sullivan in the 
near future for preliminary discussions. 
The Champy land extends into Lawrence 
and, if the towns can come to an 
agreement, a development stradling the 
border could consist of about 100 acres— 
and would create an entire neighborhood 
with its own identity. 

The second responsibility of the com- 
mittee, having the most long-term im- 
pact, is to take an inventory of 
affordable housing needs in Andover, es- 
tablish the direction in which Andover 
should move as a community, and devel- 
op proposal review criteria—in other 
words, develop an overall affordable 
housing policy for the town. 

The development of affordable housing 
policy would entail investigating differ- 
ent types of development, be it large de- 
velopments or small scattered units, and 
lands available for such development. 

This overall policy would then have to 
be approved and adopted by the Board of 
Selectmen as the town’s policy of goals 
in the meeting of housing needs in the 
long-term. 

The committee will also review all af- 
fordable housing developments, includ- 
ing those comprehensive permit

The Handsprings Arts and Craft Show 
and Sale this Sunday, April 26, in the 
Case Memorial Cage of Phillips Acade- 
my from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m., has become 
one of the major juried craft shows in 
mid-New England. 

From 124-140 artists and artisans from 
seven states will set up booths on the 
main floor and mezzanine balcony of 
PA’s modernized fieldhouse.

Everything in Handsprings is original 
and handmade—no dealers or flea mar- 
ket. The show made its reputation in its 
first three years as a carefully juried 
event.

Values

To Andover quilter Jackie Copeland, 
who will exhibit quilts and appliqued 
hoops at Handsprings, the values inher- 
ent in quilting are as important as the 
finished product. She is a highly respect- 
ed teacher of quilting for the Andover 
Department of Community Services and 
the values of creating, preserving and 
sharing come with the lessons. 

Mrs. Copeland calls herself “a psy- 
chologist by training, an engineer by pro- 
fession, a mother by choice and a quilter 
by habit.”’ She was an engineer at Polar- 
oid, involved with testing materials and 
teaching technicians. Nine years ago she 
was drawn to quilting for its structure 
and organization, its emphasis on 
materials and design. 

She recommends quilting for its oppor- 
tunities to create, communicate and 
share with others. ‘Quilting has struc- 
ture, but you make the rules as you go 
along. You step out and try your own 
way. I don’t know many quilters who 
don’t share, as my first teacher did, 
teaching others what they learned. Each 
person changes it as she uses it, using 
colors that have meaning to her; it be- 
comes her own and a way for her to com- 
municate. We all need to communicate, 
we all need a place to show who we are.”’ 

Quilting is also rewarding, she points 
out, because it is one of the oldest and 
best forms of making friends and of net- 
working. ‘‘Studying the oid quilting, you 
realize that those Amish women didn’t 
have clubs or groups, but they quilted 
together; that’s how they built the net- 
works that are important for women, 
sharing materials and patterns and 
ideas—networking for women is impor- 
tant in their roles as mother, of caring 
for self, for home and in their personal 
lives.” 

Jackie Copeland is increasingly inter- 
ested in finding and preserving old quilts 
such as the Amish quilt over her sofa, 
learning about the traditional colors they

dyed themselves, the wool cloth they 
used, the tiny stitching for which they 
are famous. She is planning toward a 
quilting apprenticeship in the Pennsylva- 
nia Amish country and muck of her cur- 
rent work is in reclaiming or reusing 
interesting or beautiful pieces of old 
quilts. 


“‘T’ve gained so much appreciation for 
what has been done. These old quilts tell 
you so much about people and their lives 
and give you respect for them: see how 
this woman pieced together two pieces to 
make just one little square.

Central Street National 
Register Certificates Available 


By Barbara Thibault 


The Andover Historical Society, 97 Main St., 
extends an invitation to all those property own- 
ers in the Central Street Historic District to col- 
lect their National Register certificates, which 
are issued by the Massachusetts Historical Com- 
mission. National Register properties are distin- 
guished by having been documented and 
evaluated for historical and architectural im- 
portance according to uniform standards. List- 
ing in the National Register also qualifies the 
owner for federal tax incentives and other pres- 
ervation assistance. 

The Central Street Historic District rep- 
resents over 300 years of Andover’s heritage. Its 
boundaries of Phillips Street and Essex Street 
delineate that portion of Central Street that was 
part of the colonial road to Boston. Predomi- 
nantly residential, Central Street has also had a 
variety of educational, religious and commer- 
cial buildings. These structures exemplify an 
array of architectural styles and types ranging 
from the First Period to contemporary. Histori- 
cally the district best illustrates Andover’s resi- 
dential and ecclesiastical development between 
1790 and 1900. 

Andover’s 17th century village center origi- 
nated near Lake Cochickewicke in North And- 
over, however, families like the Abbots, 

, Blanchards , Chandlers, Holts and 
Lovejoys moved their residences to this area 
further south and along the Shawsheen River. 
According to Andover’s Tax and Record Book 
(1670-1716), a majority of the town’s population

The first meeting house of the South Parish 
occupied a prominent site at the intersection of 
the highways to North Parish, Boston and Sa- 
lem. Location and stones of the burying ground 
document this initial period as the present South 
Church at 41 Central St. dates from 1861. An 
early schoolhouse, later called Centre School, 
sat at the corner of present-day Central and 
School streets. 

After the revolutionary War, Andover’s 
growth and prosperity was reflected in new con- 
struction at numbers 23, 47, 56, 72 and 8&4.

A growing population was served by taverns 
known as Traveler’s Rest and Stevens, along 
with T.A. Holt Dry Goods and other shops. Bap- 
tist, Catholic and Episcopal churches located on 
Central Street even after the Essex Turnpike 
(Main Street) became the primary north-south 
route. Also the first railroad tracks were laid 
adjacent to Central Street with the first depot at 
the northern end on Essex Street. 

Evidence of Andover’s success in the Industri- 
al Revolution is reflected in the high style ar- 
chitectural designs at 33, 41, 48, 64, 66, 67, 68 and 
71. Advances in technology, mass production 
and individual wealth added to the diversity in 
Victorian architecture. 

Over the years, individual property owners 
have carried the responsibility for this neighbor- 
hood’s preservation. As early as 1858, the And- 
over Advertiser recorded that “the old red 
house’”’ was demolished but ‘before the work of 
demolition commenced, the owner obtained 
three views of the building from as many differ- 
ent points. These will transmit to posterity rep- 
resentations of this cherished relic of the past 
and perpetuate its memory.” Recognition of 
Central Street as a district on the National Reg- 
ister of Historic Places may provide additional 
incentive for residents individually and the com- 
munity in general to work together to maintain 
this historic area.

Garden Show May 1 And 2 At 


Andover Historical Society 


‘he Andover Historical Society will host a 
standard flower show prepared by the Andover 
Garden Club on Friday, May 1, from 12 p.m. to5 
p.m. and Saturday, May 2, from 10 a.m to 4 p.m. 

The Andover Historical Society, which was 
founded April 14, 1911, established their museum 
Otober 31, 1929, at the Amost Blanchard House, 
97 Main St., in downtown Andover. It is distin- 
guished by its symbol, a black horse which dom- 
inates the sign in front of the building. 

The house reflects a conservative style that 
had been popular in New England since about 
1800. The American Builder’s Companion, pub- 
lished 1806, 1811, 1816 by the young Boston ar- 
chitect Asher Benjamin, influenced country 
building in the Andover area. Not only does the 
Blanchard house facade reflect Benjamin’s de- 
signs, but the doorways, mantles, stair newel 
posts, chair-rail moldings and doors also dupli- 
cate the published drawings. 

The Andover Historical Society has an out- 
reach program including slide/tape shows, lec- 
tures and exhibits. Thousands of visitors are 
received throughout the year, especially during 
the summer months when travelers from out of 
state come to “‘look up their ancestors.” 

In addition to its many interesting period 
rooms, the organization maintains a Barn Mu- 
seum. Varied programs are offered each month, 


as well as special demonstrations to elementary 
schools of life in Andover in the early 1800s. 

The Andover Garden Club will use the house, 
grounds and museum for its standard flower 
show entitled ‘Familiar Things.”’ This show is a 
judged exhibition in accordance with rules of the 
Garden Club Federation of Massachusetts, Inc. 
and the National Council of State Garden Clubs, 
Inc., both of which the Andover Garden Club is a 
member. Mrs. Robert Lange is president of this 
active club, which is in its 59th year of program- 
ming. 

There are several categories included in this 
show. They are design entries, special non-com- 
petitive exhibits by five of the area’s most ac- 
claimed flower arrangers and judges, a number 
of horticulture entries including deciduous flow- 
ering branches, broadleaf evergreens in bloom, 
narcissus in a dazzling array of color, tulips, 
monor spring bulbs such as iris and hyacinthus 
and many varieties of perennials. 

There will be a plant sale and a gift ‘‘bou- 
— of many designs created specially for the 
show. 

Tickets may be purchased at the door the days 
of the show and include refreshments. Advance 
tickets may be purchased from any member of 
the Andover Garden Club or Mrs. Anthony Sako- 
wich, ticket chairman.

Once again, Andover is contemplating 
the Central Business District at its navel, 
pondering the mysteries of its parking. 

In its most recent attempt to pin the 
smokey subject down to facts, figures, 
deficits, surpluses and solutions, the 
town has hired the engineering firm of 
Vanasse Hangen Brustlin, Inc., of Boston 
to undertake a multi-phase study of the 
downtown parking picture. At last Tues- 
day night’s Planning Board meeting, 
representatives of that firm unveiled 
their preliminary findings from Phase 
I—an analysis of in-town parking supply 
and demand. 

According to engineer Bill Schwartz, 
there is good news and bad news. The 
good news is, Andover’s Central Busi- 
ness District has a surplus of parking 
spaces. 

The bad news is, most of them are des- 
ignated for short-term parking (for two 
hours or less). Consequently, a hearty 
percentage of those who wish to park 
downtown all day are relegated to a life 
of minor crime—squatting in short-term 
spaces, snuggling up to illicit curbsides 
and playing dodge-em with the town’s 
ticketing officials. 

In addition, the study found that, 
whereas parking is plentiful in certain 
areas of the downtown, it is critically 
short in others. All of which means, say 
the experts, that many people have to 
walk farther than they’d like to get from 
the car to their destinations. 

Engineer Robert Vanasse called the 
conclusions reached by the Phase I study 
“very typical results; it’s rare to find a 
community where supply doesn’t exceed 
demand—but they’re just not in the right 
places.” 

The engineers began their study in 
November of 1986 by taking an inventory 
of public and private parking spaces in 
an area designated as central by the 
town’s planning department. They 
found, said Bill Schwartz, that there are 
roughly 2,009 parking spaces in the Cen- 
tral Business District; of these, 818 are 
public and 1,191, private. 

The firm then surveyed the usage and 
turnover of the spaces on two days, Dec. 
11 and 12. They found that 76 percent 
were used during the peak parking hours

Schwartz said that the figure was 
somewhat deceptive, because many of 
the unused spaces were private, and not 
available for public parking, and be- 
cause reserved handicap spaces were 
usually empty. 

On Main Street, spaces were 90 to 100 
percent occupied at peak; in the Old 
Andover Village lot, 97 percent were 
filled. 

Schwartz said that compliance with 
short-term time limits was good on Main 
Street, but poor in the surrounding 
areas, where drivers routinely parked all 
day in two-hour spaces that were less 
frequently monitored by the police.

antibody tests and their sexual partners. 

AIDS has been named the number one priority 
of the U.S. Public Heath Service. Researchers in 
the Public Health Service and in many major 
medical institutions have been working for more 
than six years to study AIDS and develop treat-

applications currently before the Zoning 
Board of Appeals. These recommenda- 
tions can then be forwarded to the ZBA 
for consideration in their approval or dis- 
approval of a comprehensive permit, 
and to the Massachusetts Housing Part- 
nership, (MHP), which provides subsi- 
dies for such developments. 

Tom Gleason, Director of the Home- 
ownership Opportunity Program of the 
MHP, explained that the AHPC’s recom- 
mendations would be given a great deal 
of weight, although the funding agency is 
not bound to stand by the AHPC’s recom- 
mendation. Thus, it is a possibility that 
even if the Zoning Board of Appeals ap- 
proves a comprehensive permit applica- 
tion, the MHP may not fund it due to the 
AHPC recommendation—leaving the de- 
veloper without the ability to act on that 
initial favorable review by the ZBA. 

The final goal of the committee is to 
act in something of a liaison capacity. 
Members will be interface partners, not 
only with the town, but with the MHP, 
the developers, and the community at 
large. 

The committee will hold their next 
meeting on May 6 in the Second Floor 
Conference Room of the Town Offices at 
7 p.m., and the public is encouraged to 
attend.

The panel will discuss such issues as how 
AIDS is first manifested and diagnosed; the cur- 
rent geographic distribution of AIDS cases; the 
contagious aspect of the disease; the effective- 
ness of laboratory testing for AIDS by private 
physicians, most state or local health depart- 
ments and other sites; and the treatment of the 


disease. 

The panel will also emphasize the prevention 
of AIDS by screening of blood or blood products 
from high risk donor groups as well as the crit- 
ical and vigorous need for education and recom- 
mendations for AIDS risk reduction and ‘“‘safe 
sex.”

The Andover Zoning Board of Appeals has 
cast a “‘straw vote”’ on the Abbot’s Pond com- 
prehensive permit application, postponed the 
continuation hearing date of another, set the ini- 
tial hearing dates for two more recent applica- 
tions, and continues to be involved in the appeal 
of Paul Bruk to the Housing Appeals Committee 
at the state level. 

The ZBA recently cast a non-binding straw 
vote in favor of the Abbot Pond comprehensive 
permit application, submitted by Picwel Build- 
ers, for 40 units, 16 of which will be “‘afforda- 
ble.” 

Atty. Robert Zollner, counsel to the board, and 
Physical Planner Steve Colyer are currently 
writing up the official decision, which may in- 
clude a number of conditions the developer must 
meet in order to act on the approval. 

The continuation hearing on the Northwoods 
proposal, scheduled for tonight at 6:30 p.m., has 
been postponed at the request of the applicant, 
Emerald Green, in order to address the ease- 
ment issue brought out at the initial hearing by 
Helen Fortuna, 20 River Road. 

Mrs. Fortuna contended that, although she 
and her husband had sold the land to be devel- 
oped under the proposal, they did not grant 
easement rights that the petitioner said they 
would exercise in response to surface drainage 
concerns. 

The petitioners are currently attempting to 
straighten the matter out, and until they do, 
wish to postpone the hearings. 

In another act of postponement, the state’s 
Housing Appeals Committee has delayed the 
next hearing of developer Paul Bruk’s appeal of 
the Zoning Board’s negative decision on his peti- 
tion to build 36 low to moderate income units on 
land in the Summer St. area. 

Finally, hearing dates have been set for two 
recent comprehensive permit applications 
submitted for the ZBA’s consideration. 

Corcoran & Company’s ‘Riverview Com- 
mons,” consisting of 285 rental units on 22 acres 
of land off Andover Business Park Drive, will be 
heard Thursday, May 14, at 6:30 p.m. in the 
West Junior High School Auditorium. 

On May 28, a revised petition for “Brookside 
Estates” by Winn Development will be heard. 
Winn has reduced the proposal in several ways. 

The reductions include going from 22 buildings 
to 12 and from 241 units to 190.

The hands of the clock were creeping 
toward 11 p.m.; amid scattered yawns 
and stretches, the assembly was debat- 
ing Article 87—a vote on which would 
bring the remaining warrant down to its 
final seven articles. 

The article, one of 13 sponsored by 
Reservation Road resident John Doyle, 
would have required the town to produce 
an updated Master Plan. Such a plan, to 
update one published in 1965, had been 
funded and authorized by the 1982 Town 
Meeting. 

Doyle and his constituents argued that, 
although a number of volunteer commit- 
tees had been mobilized to formulate the 
plan, it had never materialized. 

Several residents called for a compila- 
tion in print of the 1982 volunteer efforts. 
“A decent respect for the voters who 
paid the money (the original $50,000 au- 
thorization) and approved these things is 
to publish a couple of them, so they could 
see what they are,’ said resident Carl 
Hart. 


Resident Susan Poore added that vot- 
ers at the 1982 Town Meeting had “left 
that night with the understanding that 
there was going to be a plan produced. 
The fact that there wasn’t, she said, 
placed their confidence in the Town 
Meeting process at crisis.

Principal Planner Nancy Jeton com- 
mended the townspeople on their efforts, 
but explained that the planning staff had 
changed completely since 1982; they 
couldn’t produce the same Master Plan 
at this point because they weren’t around 
when it was researched. 

She added that master planning is an 
evolving effort, constantly outdated and 
updated. ‘“‘We do produce master plan- 
ning documents every year,” she said, 
“‘which we do put in the library.”’ Exam- 
ples were last year’s Watershed Protec- 
tion Overlay, the plans for growth in the 
Central Business District and articles on 
this year’s warrant that deal with the ac- 
quisition of open space. “‘We do have a 
Master Plan,”’ she said, ‘‘and it is a liv- 
ing Lye 

Margaret Bradshaw, who served for a 
number of years on the Planning Board, 
said, “‘After 1982, we did have a plan; the 
way we approached it did change.”’ Over 
the years, she said, the commitment to 
that plan did not wane; it actually inten- 
sified—but the board and other town offi- 
cials came to realize that “the 1965-type 
document would not address the prob- 
lems we have in the ’80’s.”’ 

The recommendations from volunteer 
subcommittees were implemented, 
added Bradshaw; they were incorpo- 
rated in such ongoing documentation as 
the recent revisions to the Subdivision 
Rules and Regulations. 

“To say we don’t have a plan is not 
true,’”’ she concluded. “We have seg- 
ments of a plan—in fact, we have most of 


the plan.” 

Moderator James Doherty called for a 
hand vote on the Article. He observed 
that the “‘nays’’ had it, and declared it 
defeated. 

Then the fireworks began. 

The article’s sponsor took the floor 
mike. John Doyle said that he felt Doher- 
ty’s interpretation of the vote to be in 
error; he called for a standing vote. 

Doherty complied; Article 87 was de- 
feated by a count of 174 to 126. 

Doyle called for a quorum count. 

Doherty tried to dissuade Doyle. It was 
late, he said; it was the fourth night of a 
three-night meeting; nobody wanted to 
schedule a fifth night to treat eight arti- 
cles, seven of which belonged to Doyle. 

Doyle stood firm. 

The doors were sealed; the count was 
taken. 


It came to 339, 11 shy of a quorum. 

Town Attorney Al Daniels then moved 
to “dissolve” the meeting. 

The crowd gaped in confusion. A resi- 
dent asked for an explanation of the term 
“dissolve.” 


Daniels explained that, according to 
the rules used in Andover Town Meet- 
ings, to “dissolve” a meeting meant to 
close it with no further action and no fu- 
ture meeting date. The remaining arti- 
cles, then, would die; the business that 
had been transacted would stand. It was 
a “privileged motion’’; it was not debat- 
able, nor did it require a quorum for ac-

Road parcel that used to belong to 
the Knights of Columbus came before the 
Town Meeting assembly for a potential 
zoriing change.

A Bad Ending 


Frankly, there is agreement here with the 
Andover League of Women Voters that Andover’s 
1987 annual exercise in democracy, the annual 
tewn meeting, ended last week rather badly. 

The meeting was ‘dissolved’ when a quorum 
was questioned and the legal number of voters 
needed to properly transact business was found 
wanting. 

Dissolving the meeting was meant to make cer- 
tain that the votes taken on the 87 or so articles 
up to that point could become the will of the meet- 
ing, because all items in the warrant have to be 
acted upon before appropriations become effec- 
tive, or laws or other actions are operative. 

The league raises some very valid points in its 
letter found elsewhere in this edition. Among the 
points made is the very possibility that the action 
taken last Wednesday night could be challenged 
in court by a group of citizens questioning the 
legality of the action, thus putting the entire 
actions of the meeting in jeopardy. 

League members suggest that there had been 
no effort to secure 11 additional voters in order to 
secure the quorum requirement. 

It might be argued that their suggestion of 
making phone calls to get the necessary atten- 
dance may not have been possible due to the late- 
ness of the hour. But, we might suggest that 
certainly members of the public safety depart- 
ment could have been summoned to the hall with 
their equipment outside and radio dispatchers in 
contact with them. No one would be required to 
vote. Just be present to meet the quorum require- 
ment. 


The quick move to dissolve the session is seen 
here as an effort to get the meeting over with, in 
view of the remaining articles, most submitted 
by a town meeting regular, John Doyle. 

Now, John Doyle appears annually with much 
of the same agenda to present to his fellow towns- 
men for consideration. To some he may be a 
pesky annual thorn in the side of municipal gov- 
ernment. But as a citizen of Andover, which oper- 
ates under an open town meeting form of 
government, he has an unalienable right to pre- 
sent to the voters items for consideration and is 
entitled to be heard and have his articles acted 
upon. 

The remaining articles were not all Doyle 
items. There was another item inserted by a citi- 
zen for curbing on Abbot Street. This, of course, 
was a victim of the dissolved town meeting. 

Beyond the question of legality of the action, 
what happened last Wednesday night adds fuel to 
the fire for those who feel open town meeting is 
not the way to govern Andover anymore. Time 
was when the town was smaller, it was a proper 
method of transacting municipal business. Now, 
in a day of multi-million dollar budgets and mil- 
lion dollar projects, it is questionable if the town 
meeting turnout is representative of community 
involvement in municipal operations. 

In any case, it would appear that this year’s 
town meeting wound up rather badly and, as the 
league points out, leaves some doubts about the 
legality of the actions taken. Remedies are avail- 
able, and it will be interesting to see if anyone 
follows them.

After Article 87 was defeated by a vote of 174 
to 126, a citizen asked for a quorum count. The 
required count was taken and it was found that 
339 voters were present, 11 short of the required 
350 quorum. It is standard practice that the 
meeting be adjourned to another date when a 
quorum is found to be lacking. Instead, sensing 
the impatience of the meeting, the Moderator 
entertained a motion from Town Counsel to dis- 
solve the 1987 town meeting. While those in at- 
tendance were asking for an explanation of the 
motion, the Moderator called for a vote and the 
town meeting was dissolved by a majority of 
those present. 

A motion to dissolve the.meeting can be enter- 
tained only after all the articles on the warrant 
have been acted upon. Then the motion to dis- 
solve is the same as a motion to adjourn. A mo- 
tion to dissolve the meeting can be used, 
however, to end the meeting when there is no 
hope of ever attaining a quorum. (Town Meeting 
Time, a Handbook of Parliamentary Law, Sec- 
ond Edition, Johnson and others, 1984, p. 126.) 

In the case of our 1987 town meeting no at- 
tempt was made to attain a quorum when it was 
found that one was lacking. Telephone calls 
could have been made to try to get 11 more vot- 
ers to the hall or the meeting could have been 
adjourned to another date. Had there been no 
quorum on the new meeting date after waitng a 
reasonable amount of time, then the motion to 
dissolve would have been in order. In this way 
the 1987 town meeting could have been ended 
and the first 87 articles of the warrant pre- 
served. 

The warrant must be acted upon “‘in toto.” 
This means that all articles in the warrant must 
be dealt with before action taken on any of the 
articles can go into effect. When our 1987 town 
meeting was dissolved there were seven articles 
remaining on the warrant to be considered by 
the voters. Since the warrant was not completed 
when the meeting was dissolved, the question 
rises as to whether or not the Town may put into 
effect the results of the first 87 articles. If a suit 
is filed-questioning the legality of the meeting’s 
ending, the results of the entire warrant could 
be held up indefinitely in the courts. 

We believe there are two courses of action 
available to the town to clear up the situation 
and ensure the legality of the meeting and the

warrant. Citizens may circulate petitions to 
gather 200 signatures which would require the 
Selectmen to call a special town meetng to com- 


‘plete the 1987 warrant. This would necessitate 


posting a new meeting and a new warrant. An- 
other possibility would be for the Moderator to 
simply reconvene the 1987 town meeting to fin- 
ish the warrant. 

Either course of action should solve the situa- 
tion and keep the matter out of the courts. 

The league suggests that the town is faced 
with a very serious situation and the Andover 
voters should consider the following: 

1. All of the articles remaining on the warrant 
were not John Doyle’s. Article 88 concerned a 
citizen petition to have curbs placed on Abbott 
Street. This citizen had gone to considerable 
trouble to write the article, obtain the required 
number of signatures and was prepared to 
speak to the article at town meeting. This citizen 
and all signatories of that article were denied 
their right to be heard, just as John Doyle and 
all signatories of his remaining six articles were 
denied their right to be heard. When the rights of 
one citizen are compromised, the rights of all 
citizens are compromised as well. 

2. It is the Selectmen who determine the order 
of the articles on the warrant. If the town allows 
the dissolution of the 1987 town meeting to go 
unchallenged, a precedent is set which allows 
any future town meeting to be dissolved by a 
majority. vote with articles remaining on the 
warrant. Articles of interest to town governing 
bodies could be placed at the beginning of the 
warrant while citizen petitions could be placed 
at the end. When the town articles have been 
acted upon and the hour is late, a motion to dis- 
solve the meeting could be entertained and the 
remaining articles on the warrant could be lost. 
This practice would in effect deny a citizen the 
right of access to the warrant. Government 
should work the same for everybody. 

3. It is possible that if another session of town 
meeting were called this year, no one would 
come. In retrospect, however, it was easier to 
get a quorum on the fourth night of town meet- 
ing this year than on the third. It is entirely pos- 
sible that a quorum would appear if another 
session of town meeting were called. If the re- 
quired quorum does not appear, then a motion to 
dissolve the meeting would be in order anyway 
and the meeting could be ended. 

4. It is possible that the dissolution of the 1987 
town meeting would not stand a court test for

two reasons. When the motion to dissolve the 
meeting was made, voters asked for an explana- 
tion of the motion. None was given. Also, a mo- 
tion to dissolve is out of order until it has been 
determined that there is no hope of ever attain- 
ing a quorum to finish the business of the town. 
It can be argued that no attempt was made to 
obtain a quorum either immediately or at a lat- 


er date. 


The league fears that Andover’s open town 
meeting form of government is in jeopardy. We 
have heard that Andover is too large, the meet- 
ing too unwieldy and town problems too complex 


to be solved in this way. 


But what other form of government provides a 
town with the opportunity to get several hundred 
of its citizens together in one room and discuss 
the town’s business? What other form of govern- 
ment allows an individual to bring his problem 
before the town and speak his piece? 

We-strongly believe that open town meeting is 
worth preserving. It is democracy in its purest 
form. Andover has a long history of open town 
meetings, many of them far more disruptive 
than this one. The town and its form of govern- 
ment have survived. Surely an article of great 
interest could be saved for the end of the war- 
rant to ensure a quorum throughout the meet- 
ing. Perhaps the number required for a quorum 
should be reduced. Maybe town meeting should 
have no more than two sessions in a week. 

Wouldn’t it be better to clear the cloud hang- 
ing over this year’s meeting than to compromise 
a form of government that has served us so well 


for over 200 years? -

rezoning until we have a concrete plan 
from the town as to how they’re going to 
handle the traffic on Osgood Street,’’ he 
told the assembly. 

Osgood Street resident Meg Holmes 
argued that the parcel sits among three 
zoning designations: IA, ID and SRC. It 
could belong to any of them, she said; 
she felt it was not proper to place it in the 
least restrictive (IA). As for Sheehy’s in- 
tentions for the land, she said, ‘‘When it 
comes down to it, this is a rezoning arti- 
cle—this land could be rezoned tonight 
and sold tomorrow.” 

Principal Planner Nancy Jeton ad- 
dressed the traffic issue by explaining 
the town’s requirement that each indus- 
try in the area pay into a “traffic fund.” 
The fund has been used to further study 
of the area’s problems, she said; a traf- 
fic engineer has been retained, and 
road/intersection improvements, includ- 
ing a signal light, are being planned for 
the immediate future. 

“Osgood and Frontage are public 
ways,” she said. ‘“‘Short of declaring 
them one-way streets, it would be illegal 
for the town to tell drivers how they must 
use them.” 

Jerry Greer cited an earlier traffic 
study on the area that had been done for 
the town by the engineering firm of Van- 
asse-Hangen, which had led to the traffic 
prohibitions for Osgood Street that were 
placed on the neighboring industries. 
Once again, he emphasized that the pro- 
hibitions had not been maintained. 

He added that a number of office-type 
buildings in Andover, including the 
ViCor building near his neighborhood, 
did not appear to be filled to capacity. 
‘“‘What’s the need for an additional indus- 
trial facility at this time?” he asked. 

Before the vote, Sheehy reminded the 
assembly that, should the article pass, 
“Tt’s just one step in a long process.” 
The design of any building to be erected 
on the land would still have to be scruti- 
nized by town boards and placed before 
the public at public hearings before it 
would be approved, he said. 

Although the final vote on the article 
stood at 210 to 151 in favor, rezoning arti- 
cles require a two-thirds vote—so the 
motion failed.

The town warrant will be discussed at three meetings of 
the League of Women Voters next week. These units gen- 
erally offer interested citizens an opportunity to discuss 
many items on the warrant for the May 9 Town Meeting. 

An open meeting on the Central Business District will be 
held next Tuesday. The open discussion will focus on the 
issues of parking, the current mix of businesses, the 
appearance and possible improvements to the CBD, and 
growth of the district. 

Selectmen Monday night gave their endorsement to the 
annual junk car program currently underway under the 
direction of the building inspector. Each year, in the 
spring, the town is surveyed for junk cars on property 
throughout town and the inspector follows up with a letter 
informing residents of the bylaw with regard to unregis- 
tered vehicles on private property. Residents are given a 
period ot time to comply with the law before court action 
is taken.
